DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -4 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: Although, Ko (US 
PAT No. 5,955,912) discloses a multiplexer circuit, Ko differs from the present claimed 
invention because, among other things, Ko pertains to shortened propagation delay by 
reducing capacitive loading from junction capacitance, whereas the present claimed 
invention pertains to an optimized-delay multiplexer comprising the specifics of a first 
path carrying a control signal, a second path receiving the control signal, an inverter 
connected in the second path for inverting the control signal, and a third pass element 
connected in the first path for simulating a delay caused by the inverter. Accordingly, 
one of ordinary skill in the art would not have been motivated to modify the teachings of 
Ko to meet the claimed limitation as set forth in the present claimed invention. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
